Wells, Fargo & Co. will no longer 
compete with the Federal Postal De­ 
partment in carrying mail. 
The ex­ 
press company discontinued its mail 
department yesterday and letters will 
no longer be delivered 
through 
its 
medium. 
The reason for this is that 
it no longer pays to handle mail. 
The 
receipts of the company in this de­ 
partment have steadily decreased dur­ 


ing the last few years. 
Until four 
years ago the express company did a 
large and 
profitable 
traffic 
in 
this 
branch of its business, but in recent 
years found it impossible to compete 
with the United States mail service. 
Letters which may hereafter 
be re­ 
ceived by the express company will be 
turned over to the Federal Department 


for delivery. 
Merchants and 
others 
holding franks of Wells, Fargo & Co. 
can have the same 
redeemed. 


For the convenience of its 
patrons 
the Mexican franks will still be sold, 
but the company will not deliver these 
letters, but will turn them over with 
the other mail matter to the local Post- 
office authorities. 
The lottery com­ 
panies are the greatest losers by the 
determination of the express company 
to discontinue carrying mail. 
These 
concerns have been able to send their 
matter through the medium of Wells, 
Fargo & Co. without fear of' molesta­ 
tion. 


Wells, Fargo & Co's mail service 
dates back to the pioneer days, and 


for many years was of great conveni­ 
ence to the old time merchants 
and 
settlers of the Pacific Coast.

How t h e Uttto S t o w * Boys and CMrla 
T h r a u d T H With Games. 


If my little readers and listeners could 
visit "the Rainy Mount school" for In­ 
dians at playtime, they would see games 
quite unlike those seen at their own 
homes and schools, yet in part like them. 
A group of girls would be playing "go- 
ma-ton," orba%rith a stick. The stick 
is about 8 feet long, one end being turn 
ed np about six inches. They get a stick 
with a joint With this joint they strike 
the ball, rolling it along the ground to 
the next girl, who gives it a blow and 
sends it on, and so on till it has gone 
around; than they repeat If the ball 
passes a girl, she cannot strike it till the 
next round. 


Another group may be seen playing 
"pa-aw-topx." 
This is their favorite 
game. Wherever you see Kiowa girls, 
you will see them at this game. It is a 
ball game too. The ball is about two- 
thirds as large as a rubber football. It is 
made of old cloth and covered with 
cloth; hence it is soft 


"Pa-aw-topx" is simply throwing the 
ball up and striking it as it comes down 
with the top of the foot Sometimes they 
hit the ball a dozen times without fail­ 
ing. 


The small girls throw stones up aa we 
play "jacks." They will sit for an hour 
by a stone pile playing. 


The boys throw marbles, jump and 
play with bows and arrows. The small 
boys throw the arrows; the large ones 
shoot them from the bows. 


When they enter school, they oome 
dressed in oamp olothes, but these ace 
soon changed for English slothes. When 
the girls have to stay indoors, they amuse 
themselves by making dolls. They al­ 
ways make a cradle for their dolls such 
as their mothers wear on their backs. 
They are very clever in making papoose 
cradles and dolls.—Mary J. Hand in 
Atlanta Constitution.

UBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that 
the State Poll lax of Two Dollars fot 
the year 1895>

w due and payable at my 
office, Room 1, Court House, or to a deputy 
assessor. 


SEC. 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows: 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept panpers, insane persons and Indiana, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March arid the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im- 
prisonfnent. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

DEATH OP LINCOLN. 


NOAH BROOKS' RECOLLECTION8 OP 


THE 
GREAT TRAGEDY. 


The President Did Not Want to Go to the 


Tbeator, bat,Would Not Disappoint 
the 
Public—A Sorrowing People ftadar 
» 


Weeplnc Sky That April K o m l n c . 


The afternoon and evening of April 
14, 
1865, were cold, raw and gusty. 
Dark clouds enveloped the capital, and 
the air was chilly, with occasional show­ 
ers. 
Late in the afternoon I filled an ap­ 
pointment by calling on the president at 
the White House, and was told by him 
that he "had had a notion" of sending 
for me to go to the theater that evening' 
with him and Mrs. Lincoln, but he add­ 
ed that Mrs. Linooln had already made 
np a party to take the place of General 
and Mrs. Grant, who had somewhat un­ 
expectedly left the oity for Burlington, 
N. J. The party was originally planned 
for the purpose of taking General and 
Mrs. 
Grant to see "Our American Cous­ 
in" at Ford's theater, and when Grant 
had deoided to leave Washington he (the 
president) had "felt inclined to give up 
the whole thing, " b u t as it had been 
announced in the morning papers that 
this distinguished party would go to the 
theater that night Mrs. Linooln had 
rather insisted that they ought to go in 
order that the expectant publio should 
not be wholly disappointed. 


On my way home I met Schuyler Col­ 
fax, who was about leaving for Cali­ 
fornia, and who tarried with me on the 
sidewalk a little while, talking about 
the trip and the people whom I knew 
in San Franoisco and Sacramento that 
he wished to meet 
Mr. Lincoln had 
often talked with me about the possibil­ 
ities of his eventually taking up his res­ 
idence in California after his term of 
office should be over. 
He thought, he 
said, that that country would afford 
better opportunities for ' his two boys 
than any of the older states, and when 
he heard that Colfax was going to Cali­ 
fornia he was greatly interested in his 
trip and said that he hoped that Colfax 
would bring bim back a good report of 
what his keen and practiced observation 
would note in the country which he 
(Colfax) was about to see for the first 
time. 


The evening being inclement, I staid 
within doors to nurse a violent cold with 
which I was afflioted, and my roommate, 
McA., and I whiled away the time 
chatting and playing cards. About half 
past 10 our attention was attracted to 
the frequent galloping of oavalry or the 
mounted patrol past the house which 
we occupied on New York avenue, near 
the state department building. 
After 
awhile quiet was restored, and we re­ 
tired to our sleeping room in the rear 
part of the house. 


As I turned down the gas I said to my 
roommate: "Will, I have guessed the 
cause of the clatter outside tonight. Yon 
know Wade Hampton has disappeared 
with his cavalry somewhere in the 
mountains of Virginia. Now,my theory 
of the racket is that he has raided Wash­ 
ington and has pounced down upon the 
president and has attempted to carry 
him off. " 
Of course this was said jo­ 
cosely and without the slightest thought 
that the president was in any way in 
danger, and my friend, in a similar 
spirit, banteringly replied, "What good 
will that do the rebs unless they carry 
off Andy Johnson also?" 
The next 
morning I was awakened in the early 
dawn by a loud and hurried knocking 
on my chamber door, and the voice of 
Mr. Gardner, the landlord, 
crying: 
"Wake, wake, Mr. Brooks 11 have dread­ 
ful newa " 


I slipped out, turned the key of the 
door, and Mr. Gardner oame in, pale, 
trembling and woe begone, like him 
who "drew Priam's curtain at the dead 
of night," and told his awful story. At 
that time it was believed that the presi­ 
dent, Mr. Seward, Vice President John­ 
son and other members of the govern­ 
ment had bean killed, and this was the 
burden of the tale that was told to us. 
I sank back into my bed, cold and shiv­ 
ering with horror, and for a time it 
seemed as though the end of all things 
had come. 
I was aroused by the loud 
weeping of my comrade, who had not 
left his bed in another part of the room. 


When we bad sufficiently collected 
ourselves to dress and go out of doors in 
the bleak and cheerless April morning, 
we found in the streets an extraordinary 
spectacle. They were suddenly crowded 
with people—men, women and children 
thronging the pavements and darkening 
the thoroughfares. It seemed as if every­ 
body was in tears. Pale faces, streaming 
eyes, with now and again an angry, 
frowning countenance, were on every 
sida 
Men and women who were stran­ 
gers accosted one another with distressed 
looks and tearful inquiries for the wel­ 
fare of the president and Mr. Seward's 
family. The president still lived, but at 
half past ? o'clock in the morning the 
tolling of the bells announced to the la­ 
menting people (hat he had ceased to 
breathe. His great and loving heart was 
still The last official bulletin from the 
war department stated that he died at 
22 minutes past 7 o'clock on the morn­ 
ing of April 16. 


Instantly flags were raised at half 
mast all over the' oity, the bells tolled 
solemnly, and with incredible swiftness 
Washington went into deep, universal 
mourning. All stares, government de­ 
partments 
and 
private 
offices 
were 
olosed, and everywhere, on the most pre­ 
tentions residences and on the humblest 
hovels, were the black badges of grief. 
Nature seemed to sympathize in the gen­ 
eral lamentation, and tears of rain fell 
from the moist and somber sky. The 
wind sighed mournfully, through streets 
crowded with sad faced people, and 
broad folds of 'funereal drapery flapped 
heavily in the wind over the decorations 
of the day before. —Noah Brooks in Cen­ 
tury.
